The 
number: of day visitors increased 
about 7 per cent this year over last 
and about three-quarters of them

the Anes The British Columbia 
government has found a depressing 
way of cutting dewn on‘ the use of 
public campsites 

In three of the four areas. where 
the governthent impesed a $2 a day 
penalty for occupancy of a site for 
more than two days, the camping 
grounds-ran well: below capacity. 
Only at Okanagan Lake was occu- 
pancy .above that of 1960. 

The returns from the penalty, or 
fee, were negligible. People stayed 
away, rather than submit to the 
extra charge in thrée of the four 
camps on which thé charge was 
imposed. At Cultus Lake, Shu- 
swap Lake and Miracle Beach sites 
remained empty during a July and 
August which, from a point of view 
of weather, could scarcely . have 
been more favorable. 


The government explained) the 
imposition of its new charge as a 
move to prevent the “camp hog” 
from setting down roots in oné 
location and thereby preventing 
other people from enjoying their 
share of camping amenities. 

In three of the four’ parks 
chosen for the penalty experiment, 
“camp.hogs” did not locate. But 
the cure was scarcely, if at all, less 
‘injurious than the disease. Sites 
went begging. 

Here, surely, is sufficient proof 
of the argument that too high a 
charge applied too soon is not the 
remedy for the problem created by

The case against any charge is 
impressive. If campers are going 
to have to pay for facilities, then 
they may naturally be expected to 
demand more for their money, The 
simple amenities now provided, and 
paid for through taxes, are widely 
appreciated. Were a charge to he 
imposed; the camper might, with 
some justification, ask for hot and 
cold showers, washing facilities not 
now provided, electricity outlets and 
other “conveniences.” 

If this happened, and the de- 
mand built up, the parks depart- 
ment could very easily find itself 
providing more and more eqtaépment 
which would cost money initially 
and entail expense in mamntenance. 
The parks budget which conceivably 


might otherwise go to expanding 
parks, making more campsites 
available for healthy recreation, 
could be channeled into-a few parks 


for expensive services. 
Beyond this, an increasing num- 


‘ber of campers very possibly would 


revert to setting up tents and light, 
ing fires in wilderness areas where 
there is virtually no supervision. 
The dangers inherent in surh a 
course—the. fire. menace alone— 
are obvious. 

This summer the government 
tried relatively drastic measures to 
prevent people from staying in one 
place too long to the detriment of 
other campers. In three out of four 
cases, the measures proved detri- 
mental. ~ ?
